THE TARIFF MATTER. 


The Majority Report Submitted to 


the House. 


WASHINGTON, December 19.—The ma- 


jority report of tho ways and means 
committee on tariff was submitted to 
the house at the opening today. The 
report says in answer to criticism about 
reducing revenues at at a time when tho 
government is in financial straits, that 
the committee was compelled in defer- 
ence to that fact to not put on the fruo 
list some articles which it would have 
been glad to make free, and not to cut 
other rates as low as was desirable. The 
committee did not feel justiiicd in ig- 
noring the instructions of the American 
people on nccount of the temporary 
shrinkage of revenues. The committee 
savs experience shows the increase ol 
business will largely make up the loss 
£rom decreased rates. 


The report declares tho reciprocity 


clausa of the tariff act of 1890 has 
brought no appreciable benefits, and tho 
present bill aims, therefore, to repeal it 
entirely. The report then proceeds to 
deal at length and seriatim with the 
leading articles of the schedule, and the 
reasons which actuated tho committee 
in fixing *ho rate of duty or in placing 
them on tho free list. The majority re- 
port is signed by tho Democratic mem- 
bers of the committee. 


Irish Gets an Office.

Monday night by hanging himself in the 
barn on the llume place, about three 
miles northeast of Sauger. 


Ho was last seen alivcabout 11 o'clock 


About daylight yesterday 
morning BOiuo men working on the 
ranch entered the,baru and discovered 
Chappcll'B body hanging from a rope, 
the end of which was tied to a rafter. 
He bad, after fastening one end of the 
ropo to the rafter and the other around 
bis neck, jumped off of the box on which 
bo was standing and was strangled to 


Cba'ppell had been in this county 


about two years, having come here from 
Tennessee. He was intelligent and in- 
dustrious and saved several hundred dol- 
lars. He lirat worked for A. H. Powers 
near Oentcrville, and then for J. O. Pot- 
tle in the same locality. Chappell took 
care of the ranch while Mr. Pottle gave 
bis attention to the store. 


The young man remained with Pottle 


a year and a hall, leaving his employ 
last Wednesday, when he stated be in- 
tended eoin'g back to his Tennessee 
lionie in a few days. From Pottle's be 
went to the Hume place, which is kept 
by a man named Kulert, and ended his 
existence as stated. 
Had Cbappcll not left several letters 


the cause leading him W commit the 
deed would probably never have been 
discovered. These letters show clearly 
that tbo unfortunate man waa insane. 
Strangely enough none of those with 
wlioin be came into contact ever SUE- 
pcctcd that his mind was unbalanced. 
He seemed very rational. 
His last messages were written in a
